Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 21-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by WO 00/03609 
hereafter '609. The claims are drawn to a composition comprising platy effect pigments with an 
ingestible product. 

3. The '609 patent teaches pearly luster platelet-like pigments incorporated into food and 
pharmaceutical products (abstract). The pigments include titanium dioxide and iron oxide 
(examples). The pigments are present in the compositions in concentrations below 1% 
(example 1). The foodstuffs associated with the pigments include red wine, sugar gelatin and 
various other confections (examples). The carrier materials also include cellulosic polymers 
such as hydroxypropylmethyl cellulose (pg 5, lin. 9-30). These disclosures among others render 
the claims anticipated. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicants arguments filed 3/17/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that: 

a. Since the pigments of the prior art appear to disclose a substrate for the pigments, 
the '609 cannot anticipate the claims. 
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5. Regarding the argument, it is the position of the Examiner that the claims recite a 
pigment coated or admixed onto a food or edible material, which is encompassed by the prior art. 
The base claims recites that the pigments are not coated to a titanium oxide substrate yet later 
recite that the pigments have platy effects. To have a platy effect the pigments must have a platy 
geometry. The pigments of the '609 patent meet these limitations of platy effect pigments, coated 
to and admixed with edible compositions. The claims reciting a platy effect pigment would 
require a platelet substrate. Due to this geometric requirement the '609 patent meets the 
limitations of the claims.
